GOLD IS WHERE YOU FIND IT 


The creditable performances put up by local skaters at 
the ‘ice carnival brings to our minds the fact that there is 
more talent in the area than has ever been or will ever be dis- 
covered and reminds us that the search for talent and un- 
‘tried abilities is one of the great phases in our program of 
bringing up our young people. 
This area has, during its forty-five years of existence pro- 
duced quite a few brilliant individuals, who have made ther 
way far in their chosen course. Some have been highlighted, 
have become important in the public eye, while others have 
perfected themselves in less spectacular roles. But the oppor- 
tunities are boundless. Perhaps we will never turn out a 
Rembrandt or a Paderewski, but we can turn out a lot of folks 
that will make an outstanding success at something. Some 
young folks are driven by their own urge to lift themselves 
above the throng, but too often the latent ability goes un- 
discovered, or is smothered out by the rush of the mundane. 
In other cases for lack of proper opportunities the spark of ac- 
complishment, perhaps of genius, is never fanned. 
: Then too, we believe that all our young folks, even though 
they be not possessed of peculiar abilities have latent capacity 
which is never used unless some special effort is made to dis- 
cover and develop it. 


ey Such discovery and development takes effort, not only on 
on the part of the young person involved, but also on the part 
_ of the oldsters. Even the. most capable young person must be 
led and assisted. Somehow or other the environment, whether 
at home, at school, or at leisure, must be shaped to assist 
it is much harder for the daughter of the careless housekeeper 
or the son of the shiftless businessmen or farmer to lift. them- 
_ selves from the rut. One of the first steps toward making sure 
: that our children “will have things better than we did,” is to 
make a desperate effort to improve our own conditions. 

Then there is the matter of the time that we must devote 
to our children’s development. Nothing stimulates a child so 
much as to find that his parents are, interested in the things 
that interest him. Mother may limp at the keyboard, but if she

Sometimes government official, when 
they get far enough away from the 
practical business of staying in power, 
begin to aéquire a new clarity of visi- 
on. Recently, Hon. Lester B. Pearson, 
Minister of External Affairs, returning 
from the conference of Commonwealth 
foreign ministers, at Colombo, Ceylon, 
stopped at New Delhi long enough to 
meet the press. Whether it was: be- 
cause ot his distance from, or à lively 
recollection of some of the debates of 
the conference, Mr. Pearson said, some 
what bluntly, that Canada might have 
over-extended herself in her commit- 
ments to supply economic aid to other 
countries. 

Mr. Pearson naturally did not tread 
on the toes of any of his fellow cabinet 
members, but it might be wholesome 
if some of these compatriots could have 
a similar enlightening experience. Mr. 
Pearson's remark is almost the first 
ihdication that Canadians have had 
from any official source that anyone 
realised the possibility of over-spen- 
ding. But one might question whether 
our commitments in external affairs 
are as much open to question ds our 
expenditures at home. It is true that 
there have been gifts and loans run- 
ning nta billions, but they wouldn't be 
so noticeable if we hadn't adopted a 
still more open handed domestic policy 
‘Everybody is developing that Oliver 
Twist proclivity for asking for more. 
The Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture, representing a million and a half 
farmers, is seriously demanding that 
the government should support farm 
prices. This in the face of startling ev- 
idence of where such support leads. For 
we have seen United States govern- 
ment bureaus dumping bags of potat- 
oes at one cent a bag for which they 
had paid $2.10. With a growing trend 
toward unemployment, the propaganda 
for higher wages and _ far-reaching 
pension plans, without a means test, 
continues. 


We don't want to adopt a “holier 
than thou“ attitude to either of, these 
groups. What they are asking we ‘are 
all asking— More make-work projects, 
more security, more protection against 
higher prices in things we buy and 
against lower prices in the things we 
sell; all this with an overall demand 
that nothing we ask should entail more 
time or effort on our part. 

Sooner or later we shall have to re- 
alize that we have overspent, not only 
abroad, but at home; that with declin- 
ing foreign markets, on which we must 
depend for continuing prosperity, we 
are being asked to bolster business by 
further handouts. This is being asked

SEED TREATMENT 


Seed treatment with Mercury auste | 
is now recommended above the old 
treatments of formaidehyde or copper 
dusts. These mercuric chemicals also 
control root rot diseases Which are 
present on the seed and in the soll 
around the seed. 

Even though no smut was noticed in 
your crop last year you will be well 
advised to treat grain before seeding 
to cut down on other diseases as well 
as smut. 

BARLEY FIGHTS WEEDS 


Barley is much better than wheat or 
oats as a smother crop for weeds. For 
Wild Oat control it must be seeded 
wate and after a couple of crops of 
Wild oats have been killed by cultiva- 
tion. Olli ‘barley seeded after June 10 
or better still after June 15 win keep 


ahead of wild oats. The barley will 


still mature about the same time as 
wheat. 

SWEET CLOVER 48 A 

FARM CROP 


This crop is not grown enough in 


| this district. For pasture, hay and 


plowing under to increase fibre and 
particularly plant food in the soil 
there is nothing to equal it. It is a 
biennial of course and after the second 
year it.dies out. 

There is no need, to worry about 
sweet clover becoming a weed if seed 
is properly scarifieq and hay cut when 
the plant is in flower. If a seed crop 
is allowed to set in the field however, 
you will be bothered with sweet clover 
as a weed.

Grain Crop Varieties for 1950 


The use of improved crop varie- 
ties is one of the first principles of 
good farming. A brief Rae of the 
grain crop Varieties that are officially 
recommended for 1950 follows. 

Wheat. The recommended varie- 
ties, of common wheat for Manitoba 
are Thatcher, Redman and Re gent, 
This year, Saunders is 3 proved 
for northern ‘Manitoba. hatcher 
ic recommended for all soil ‘zones 
in Saskatchewan. Rescue is recom. 
mended only where resistance to 
sawily is needed. In Alberta, That-’ 
cher and Saunders are the recom- 
mended varieties. Rescue is also 
recommended, but only where sawfly 
damage is a hazard. Of. the 
Durum wheat varieties, Stewart 
and Carleton are recommended for 
Manitoba; and Pelissier and Stewart 
for Saskatchewan, 8 

Oats. The varieties Exeter, Ajax 
and Vanguard are recommended for 
all Manitoba soil’ zones. Fortune, 
a new variety, is recommended for 
certain Manitoba districts only 
In Saskatchewan,‘ Exeter, Ajax, 
Fortune and Victory are on the 
recommended list. The varieties 
approved for Alberta are Ajax; 
Eagle, Victory, Larain and Beaver 

Barley. recommended vari- 
eties of YMalting’ barley are Mont- 
calm and OBL. 21 for Manitoba; 
Montea for Saskatchewan; and 
Montcalm and Olli for Alberta 
With respect to ‘Feed’ varieties 
Gartons, Plush, Sanalta, Titan, 
Montcalm and Vantage are recom- 
mended for Manitoba. ‘The list for 
Saskatchewan ‘is Titan, Vantage, 
Montcalm, Velvon. II, Plush and 
Hannchen; and for Alberta—Com- 
pana, Montcalm, Newal, Olli, Titan 
and Trebi. 

Flar. Dakota, Redwing, Rocket 
and Sheyenne are the officially 
recommended: flax varieties fon 
Manitoba.

BEEKEEPING ON THE PRAIRIES 
(Experimental Farm: News)

keeping. The profit or loss depends 
upon the human element involved. 
Some people are not suited to care- 
ful painstaking work to be done with 
regularity While others thrive on such 
work, In rare cases fair yields of 
honey are obtained’ by forgetting the 
bees during the most of the summer, 
but more often, under such conditions 
the bees yield nothing and may even 
perish. 

After twenty-six years of beekeeping 
at the Dominion’ Experimental Station 
at Scott, Sask., says E. Van Nice, it
